Diplomats of the en- 
tente circle voice nothing but a unani- 
mous opinion that it will be rejected. 
American officials realize that a con- 
vincing reply is required for the world’s 
page of history. That the proposals 
cannot be accepted as they stand is 
certain. That they will not be ac- 
cepted at all is probable. 

An unofficial outline of the pope’s 
communication was received here to- 
day. Members of the president’s cab- 
inet said it had not been discussed at 
this afternoon's meeting, but some of 
the president's official family gave 
signs of the difficulty which it has 
presented. Tonight the official text 
had not been received and it had not 
been established whether it would come 
through the Spanish ambassador or the 
Swiss minister. Spain and Switzerland 
are the only two European neutrals 
having relations with the vatican. 

Another Attempt by Germany. 

The first appraisal of the proposal 
by officials and diplomats was that it 
was another attempt by Germany, this 
time working through Austria because 
of the latter's close relations to the 
Vatican, to accomplish what she failed 
in her first offer of peace—the assem- 
bling of peace delegates at a round 
tabie conference, Where the interests 


of one ally could be played off against > 


the other with the disruption of the 
grand alliance as the stake. In no 
quarter is there any disposition to 
yuestion in any way the good faith of 
the vatican, although the peace activi- 
ties of the Roman Catholic elements in 
Germany and Austria have been promi- 
nent fur several months, 

But, as the unofficial outline disclosed 
the terms of Pope Benedict’s proposal, 
officials were astonished to realize its 
similarity with some of President Wil- 
gson’s declarations on the subject. In- 
ternational agreement to enforce peace, 
reduction of armament and recognition 
of the national aspirations of the small 
peoples, all were brought forward by 
the president in his epochal addresses 
before congress.

EXTRA SESSION HINGES 


ON THIS DAY’S ACTION 


While Governor’s Message 
Has Influenced Many 
House Members to Yield 
to Cut, Result Is Still in 
Doubt.

EXTRA SESSION SLATED ; 
BY ATTITUDE OF HOUSE 


House protagonists of the §1,- 
300,000 increase in appropriations to 
eommon schools, upon a count of 
noses at last night’s session of the 
house, made the assertion that they 
were strong enough to carry the 
fight to a finish for thts figure, and 
that they stood om tha do so. 

They offered informally a,compro- 
mise to the oppouenta’ ot the big 
increase, to the effect that they 
would submit to a cut in. the ap- 
propriation to common schools to 4 
flat $3,900,000 on condition the ap- 
propriations to all higher institu- 
tions of learning were cut 50 per 
cent; or they would agree to a cut 
in the common schools appropria- 
tion to $3,300,000, on condition the 
appropriations to all higher insti- 
tutions of learning were cut 40 per 
eent. Defenders of the higher in- 
stitutions stated that they could 
accept no such disadvantageous 
compromise. 

This temper of the house pre- 
sages the bitterestsort ofa fight and 
enhances the poasibilities of an ex- 
tra session. 


reported the general appropriations bil! 
for passage at the afternoon session of 
the senate Tuesday, with the recom- 
mendation that. the extra $1,000,000 
' voted by the house for common schools 
be cut off, and that the common schools 


appropriation be left at an even $3,000,- 


000, which includes the original $300,- 
000 increase over the last appropria- 
tion that was recommended by the 
house appropriations committee. 

After voting upon several special ap- 
propriations bills the senate adjourned 
until Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock, 
which time it will take up considera- 
tion of the general appropriations bill. 
copies of which are to be printed for 
the senators in the meantime. 

The governor’s message to the gen- 
eral assembly has undoubtedly had an 
effect of bringing the legislature down 
to a serious consideration of its respon- 
sibilities in possibly necessitating an 
extra session of the legislature, but it 
was Tuesday night by no means clear 
that an extra session will not be neces- 
sary. 

A strenuous effort will be made on 
the floor of the senate by various sena- 
tors Wednesday morning to have the 
upper branch work to the end of obviat- 
ing the necessity for an “extra session. 

Cost of Extra Session. 

The senate will be asked to agree 
to the report of the committee in cut- 
| ting the extra $1,000,000 to common 
schools and thus reduce the excess ap- 
propriations above prospective revenue. 
'Suecess of this move and concurrence 
| of the house would make an extra ses- 
sion unnetessary. Otherwise it is hard- 
ly likely that an extra session can be 
avoided. Senators would not Tuesday 
night venture an assertion as to the 
temper of the senate on the $1,000,000 
item. On the contrary, there was some 
revival of the early talk of making still 
another big increase in the appropria- 
tions to common schools. 

The governor’s message has dissuaded 
a good many members of the house 
from insisting upon the excess appro- 
priations, but the danger of an extra 
session is not over. 

The afternoon session of the senate 
| adjourned when some of the senators

Daniels Says Charges Are 
False and Slanderous. 
President Thompson, of 
Navy League, Insists the 
Charges Are True. 


Washington, August 14.—A statement 
issued today from the headquarters of 
the Navy league charging that influence 
of labor interests was hampering in- 
vestigation of the fatal black powder 
magazine explosion of the Mare Island 
navy yard July 9, was followed tonight 
by a letter from Secretary Daniels to 
Robert M. Thompson, president of the 
league, denouncing the statement as 
false and slanderous and declaring the 
best service Mr. Thompson and other 
active officials of his organization can 
render the navy is to resign at once. 

In its statement the league said it 
had reliable information that the ex- 
plosion, which killed five men and in- 
jured thirty-one, was set off by a time 
fuse, giving evidence of a criminal con- 
spiracy. The information was made 
public, it said, because it had been urged 
that publicity was the only measure 
that could force action. 

Secretary Daniels, in a statement 
made public with the letter to Colonel 
Thompson, said a board appointed by 
the commandant of the navy yard was 
actively pursuing a full investigation 
of the explosion; that it had been af- 
forded ample funds and the full re- 
sources of the government, and had 
not been hampered in any way by sup- 
plemental instructions from. the navy 
department. It had been current ru- 
mor, he added, that the magazine was 
‘exploded ‘by a maliciously placed time 
fuse, but the department had refrained 
from making any statement concerning 
it until it was in possession of the full 
facts. 

Lengue Has Attacked Daniels. 

The Navy league is a Civilian or- 
ganization formed some twelve years 
ago to work for a bigger and better 
navy. Among its members are many 
retired naval officers; but no

A Pacific Port, August 14.—A new 
day among nations, in which Japan 
and America shall “forget the little 
mole hills that have been exaggerated 
into mountains tc bar our good rela- 
tions,” and “march together, work to- 
gether and fight together as comrades,” 
was pladged here tonight by Viscount 
K. Ishii, ambassador extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary to the United States. 

Heading a special mission, Viscount 
Ishii spoke for his government at a 
dinner tendered him by this munici- 
pality. The viscount was presented 
by Gavin McNab, an attorney sent from 
Washington to arrange the reception 
of the mission, and by the governor of 
the state and the mayor of the city. 

Address of Japanese Envoy. 

The ambassador said: 


“We come to you at the dawning of 
anew day. As individuals we have 
no right to expect to find place at this 
busy time of preparation. But we come 
as the humble representatives of the

It be- 
comes the first duty of Japan and 
America to guard the Pacific and to in- 
sure safe continuous intercourse be- 
tween Asia and the United States; to 
see to it that the ships of the fero- 
cious pirates whose crimes upon the 
high seas can never be palliated, find 
no shelter in the waters of our seas. 

“It is for us together to continue to 
enforce respect for law and humanity 
upon the Pacific, from which the Ger- 
man menace was removed at the com- 
mencement of the war. Had this not 
been so; had the barbarian of, Europe 
riot been rooted from his Oriental bases, 
the shuddering horrors of the Atlantic 
and the Mediterranean would today be 
a grim reality on the Pacific. In the 
protection of our sea-going merchan- 
dise and men, in safeguarding the pleas- 
ures of intercourse, you may count on 
us, and we must count on you. 

“In the dawning of this new day of 
stress and strain let us forget the lit- 
tle mole hills that have been exag- 
gerated into mountains to bar our good 
relations. Let us see together with a 
clearer vision the pitfalls dug by a 
cunning enemy in our path. Let us to- 
gether fix ovr eyes upon the star of 
principle which shall lead us together 
most surely to a participation in the 
triumph of the right, to a certain vic- 
tory in the greatest and, let us hope, 
the last great war in human history. 


New World After Victory. 


“And when that victory shall have 
been won, let us together help in the 
upbuilding of a new world, which shall 
rise, fair and strong, and beautiful, 
from the ashes of the old.”

At White House 


|Mob Was Enraged by “Kai- 
ser Wilson” Banners—The 
Banners Were Destroyed 
and Women Bombarded 


With Eggs. 


Washington, August 14.—A good-na- 
‘tured crowd of about a thousand men 
/and women today bombarded the Wom- 
| an’s Party headquarters with eggs and 
| destroyed several banners addressed to 
“Kaiser Wilson,’’ after similar banners 
had been taken away from women who 
attempted to parade them in front of 
the white house. 

The disturbance, shifting from the 
white house gates to the women’s of- 
fice across LaFayette square and back 
again as banner-bearers continued to 
appear, lasted more than two hours. 
The police observed it with indiffer- 
ence until near the end, when two ar- 
rests were made. 

Jack Gotlieb, a Washington youth, 
who climbed to a second floor balcony 
at suffragist headquarters and tore an 
American flag from a pole hanging 
over the railing, was held in $300 bond 
and charged with desecration of the 
American flag. He said he removed the 


flag because it had no place on such a 

building. Louis Lawych, a gevernment 

clerk taken into custody in front of a 

white house gate after tearing down 

one of the “‘Kaiser Wilson’ banners, 

was charged with disorderly conduct. 
Attempt to Rescue. 

When Lawych was arrested a half 
dozen bluejackets and youngsters in the 
white of the naval reserve, attempted 
to take him away from the lone po- 
liceman who had him in charge. One 
of the men in uniform swung on the 
officer’s jaw and in the excitement that 
followéd the would-be rescuers escap- 
ed through Lafayette square just 
across Pennsylvania avenue. : 

The women went back to headquar- 
ters after their last banner was taken 
from them, followed by a jeering crowd 
which fell in line and carried bits of 
the banners on canes and sticks. By 
this time the police reserve from sev- 
eral nearby stations were on hand, and 
when the crowd found no more banners 
were to be brought out quickly dis- 
persed. There were reports during the 
disorder that a shot had been fired at 
the building. After the crowd had gone 
the women showed a hole through the 
heavy glass of one of the windows over 
a balcony from which the banners had 
been displayed. They said a _ police- 
man who examined it declared it to bea 
bullet hole and pointed to another™~hole 
in the ceiling of the hall behind. 

In all, twenty of the banners address- 
ed to ‘Kaiser Wilson” and fifteen color 
Standards bearing no legend were de- 
stroyed. The crowd apparently enjoyed 
the whole demonstration hugely. None 
of the women were hurt, 
few stones were thrown at the head- 
quarters building and some of the 
bearers struggled valiantly, but unsuc- 
cessfully, to retain their banners. 


No Organized Mob. 


There was no organized mob and the 
active participants were mostly young 
men from nearby departments who 
seemed as much interested in getting 
a bit of banner or a piece of the poles 
that bore them for trophies, as they 
were in effacing the sentiments they 
carried. | 

The first bearers were attacked and 
relieved of their banners in front of 
the white house shortly after 4 o’clock. 
Soon afterwards the crowd went to the 
hedquarters to catch the women before 
they could approach the white house 
gates. Bearer after bearer left the 
door only to have her banner snapped 
from its pole, torn into dozens of pieces 
and distributed. When this had gone 
on for a while the women began to 
hang banners out of the windows and 
over the balcony railing. 

It wasn’t long before a ladder appear- 
ed and a Western Union messenger boy, 
supported by a bluejacket and several 
enlisted men in white, swarmed up the 
ladder and the banners were torn down 
one by one. The women resisted as well 
as they could and tried hard to throw 
the ladder from the side of the build- 
ing, but were not strong enough. 

Gotlieb, who constituted his own 
boarding party, climbed the ladder, tore 
the American flag from its pole and let 
it fall gently to the ground. 

Eggs came into play about this time 
and most of the women on the balcony 
were driven indoors for shelter.

Wilson Against Status Quo Ante. 

When the new Russian government | 
was wavering on the point of mak- 
ing a separate peace and declaring for 
no annexations and no indemnities, the 
president in a message to the Rus-_ 
sian people declared: 

“Of course, the imperial German gov- 
ernment and those whom it is using | 
for their own undoing are seeking to 
obtain pledges that the war will elect 
in the restoring of the status quo ante. 
It was the status quo ante out of which | 
this iniquitous war issued forth; the! 
power ot the imperial German govern- 
ment within the empire and its wide- 
spread domination and influence out- 
side of that empire. That status 
be altered in such fashion as to pre- 
vent any such hideous thing from hap- 
pening again.” 

Two days later in his Flag day ad- 
dress the president, referring to the 
military masters of Germany, said: 

“If they can secure peace now’ with 
the immense advantages still in their 
hands which they have up to this 
point apparently gained, they will have 
justified themselves wefore the Ger- 
man people; they will have gained by 
force what they promised to gain by 
it; an immense expansion of German 
power; an immense enlargement of 
German industrial and commercial op- 
portunities. Their prestige will be 
secure and with their prestige their 
political powers.” 

In his war address to congress’ the 
president declared for spending the 
whole force of the nation if need be 
to. check and nullify the pretensions 
and power of the German military au- 
tocracy. This phrase, now universally 
accepted as the war aim of all 
allies, the entente diplomats here con- 
tend, hardly fits in with a restoration 
of the status quo before the war, a 
return of Germany’s colonies and no 
restitution for Belgium. 

Entente Diplomats Not Responsive. 

Without advices of any kind from 
their own governments, the entente em- 
bassies were intensely interested in the 
Associated Press cablegrams' trom 
Rome.

Bearish sentiment was still much in 
evidence, and prices sagged off right 
after the call with October selling down 
to 24.71, December to 24.46 and Janu- 
ary to 24.43, or back to practically last 
night’s closing figures. But offerings 
were not as active or aggressive as 
they had been toward the end of last 
week, and there was evidently a good 
deal of covering after the recent break 
of approximately 2 cents per pound.

THREE ARMY FORCES: 
SERVE UNCLE SAM 


Distinction Between Regular, 
National Army and Na- 
tional Guard Explained. 


Distinguishing the differences of the 
various armies in the government 
service seems difficult to the general 
officers. 

The United States army, or the regu- 
lar army, is composed of those men 
who make a profession of the army, 
and who constitute the government de- 
fense in peace as well as war. 

The national army is the drafted 
army. Those men who are called into 


- 


the military service of the government 
for the duration of the war only con- 
stitute this organization. 

The national guard army is formed 
from those state units, which formerly 
were for home defense only. They are 
now under the jurisdiction of the na- 
tional government, and subject to the 


same rules as the regular and national 
armies. 

The three armies are entirely distinct, 
and bear no relation to each other save 
that their purpose is to defend the 
United States. 

The officers’ reserve corps is that set 
of officers who will command the draft- 
ed, or the national army. The mem- 
bers of this corps can, however, be 
transferred to the other armies, and if 
placed in the regular army will not be 
automatically released from service at 
the end of the war. 

High officers of the national army 
will be taken from the regular United 
States army, and this will naturally 
cause vacancies in the commissioned 
ranks. For this reason temporary lieu- 
tenants will be created in the regu- 
lar army, and the present lieutenants 


will be promoted to the rank of capr 
tain and the captains to colomel, ete: 
After the war the high officers of the 
national army will resume their for- 
mer positions with the regular army, 
and the temporary lieutenants will be 
discontinued. 

Provisional lieutenants are appointed 
from either of the three armies for 
the rank of second lieutenant in the 
regular army. lf, at the end of two 
years, their services have proven satis- 
factory, they will be given commis- 
sions in the regular army; if not, they
